Part in the War Effort ...and the current 
Question of Rationing

(N recent months I have* received a 
number of letters from my radio and 
m ovie audience asking m e this question 
..."W ill our distilleries continue to pro­ 
duce alcoholic beverages during the war?” 
Frankly, I did not know the answer. 
I investigated and here is what I found 
out. N o distiller is making whiskey to­ 
day. 'The beverage distilling industry is 
engaged 100% in producing war alcohol 
’for the government. 
As a m atter of fact, I discovered that 
individually and collectively the bever­ 
age distilling indust ry offered its facilities 


to th e govern m en t one year before 
Pearl Harbor. 
» 
Here’s another interesting point. W hile 
d istillers have su b stan tial stock s on 
hand, made during peacetim e...enough 
to last three years...th ey have, in fair­ 
ness to all, self-imposed a system of 
rationing. This will assure anyone inter­ 
est* d in purchasing these products that 
a reasonable am ount will be available 
over a period of time. 
During my investigation I also learned 
the answers to several other questions. 
I am telling you about them below. 


I A lcohol is vital to war production 
bet muse it is a basic ingredient used in 
the manufacture o f smokeless powder, 
ch em ical w arfare m a teria ls, m ed ica l s u p ­ 
plies, and synthetic rubber. The govern­ 
ment’s 1943 quota calls for 530,000,000 
g ilions, half of which is su p p lied by the 
leverage distilling industry. 


2 The industry's facilities for the pro­ 
duction of grain alcohol make it possible 
to include 200,000 tons of rubber from 
grain in the governm ent’s 870,000-te>n 
synthetic rubber program. Tn producing 
war alcohol the industry uses grain ex­ 
clusively mo sugar). Sugar is never used 
in making whiskey, either. 


3 This use of grain will not deplete the 
stores needed for food as there is a tre­ 
mendous surplus on hand. The distilling 
industry i.‘ transform ing 100,000,000 
bush* Is ofifM nto vital war material, en­ 
abling farmers to contribute even more 
directly to the w^r effort and freeing 
much needed granary space*.
